New York, August 28. 

At about 5:30 o’clock this afternoon 
the people who were in the neighbor- 
hood of tha foot of Fourteenth street 
and North river were startled by the 
sound of an explosion, coming from 
the direction of the river. Looking 
out in midstream, they saw the Hud- 
son river steamer Riverdale enveloped 
in steam. In less than six minutes 
afterwards she keeled to the side and 
capsized opposite Sixteenth street, she 
having floated that far, Instantly 
about 15 different tug steamers from 
this city and Hoboken sta: ted to where 
the sunken vessel lay. There were 
were over 100 passengers on board the 
Riverdale when she left the foot of 
Harrison street for Haverstrand. 
Some of these were whirled into the 
air and then fell back into the water. 
Others were compelled to jump into 
the river to escape the hissing, scald- 
ing steam that filled all parts of the 
vessel, or to avoid going down with 
her, 

The cause of the disaster was the 
explosion. of her boiler, which was 
amidships. When the boiler burst 
the air was filled with flying debris 
and broken wood-work, and the pilot 
house snapped like a pipe stem and 
toppled over into the water. About 50 
people lost their lives. Some were 
blown into eternity, and others met 
their deaths by being drawn into the 
whirlpool caused by the sinking of the 
vessel. Those who were, floating or 
swimming about in the fiver were 
picked up by tugs and row boats that 
came to the rescue. Three bodies 
were also brought in by boats--Mrs. 
Sisson of Tarrytown, N. V., an un- 
known man, whose body was taken to 
the morgue, and a boy whose identity 
bas not been ascertained. The injured 
were: Howard Gardner, Yonkers, N 
Y.; John Kelly, deck-hand, of Engle- 
wood, N. J., arms broken; John Mo- 
ran, deck-hand, of Williamsburg, N. 
J., legs and side crushed ;. Thomas J. 
Saul, pasyenger, 274 Somers street, 
Brooklyn, scalded; John Sattire, mate 
of the vessel, left thigh badly crashed; 
John Gives of this city, aged 24, badly 
seaided, and in an extremely critica) 
condition. 

The firemen and several engines and 
hook and-ladder companies stationed 
nearest to the scene of disaster wert 
called out without their apparatus, 
and did good service, as did also 
members of the steamboat squad of 
police. 

Michael Kililea, of Charlies street 
station, was first to get the wounded 
fireman, Adams, on shore. He said: 
IJ never.saw.a.man in such suffering, 
‘and I hope I may not witness such 
another signt. The poor fellow 
screamed, and his flesh was coming off 
in blisters. 1 called at once an ambu- 
lance driver nearest me and had the 
unfortunate man sent to St. Vincent’s 
Hospital. I then went in search of 
other injured persons, and when I 
came to. the foot of Fourteenth street I 
saw a man pulling rapidly to the 
Wharf. His boat contained the body 
of a woman whose legs were evidently 
broken. She must haye been crushed
